Profiteering In Canada 


While not proposing in this article 
to even attempt to define the causes 
or contributing agencies to the ex- 
cessive profiteering which has been 
and is still rampant in Canada, and 
also while not attempting to assume 
responsibility for suggesting the na- 
ture of the remedy that should be ap- 
plied, it can be said without any hesi- 
tation or qualification whatever that 
the Government at Ottawa must act, 
act quickly, act even drastically, to 
put a stop to the extortionate profit: 
eering in the necessarics of life which 
has become not only a national scan- 
dal, but is so outraging the feclings 
of the people that a situation is de- 
veloping which constitutes a serious 
menace to the future stability of the 
Dominion. 

The cost of living has now reached 
a height where even men of moderate 
incomes are beginning to worry how 
to make ends meet, while the man on 
small salary and the workman depend- 
ing on his daily or weckly wage is 
becoming almost desperate in his 
struggle to feed, clothe and keep a 
roof over the heads of himself, wife 
and children. 

There can be no question, of course, 
that it was not possible for the civil- 
ized nations of the world to turn 
their activities and energies for four 
and a half years, from the work of 
peaceful production and trade, into 
the terrible business of war and 

~ wholesale destruction of life and pro- 
perty without such loss in production, 
and destruction of existing wealth and 
property, having the effect of increas- 
ing the cost of all articles, that were 
urmade and pruduced. Under thre “cir= 
cumstances, an increase was natural 
and inevitable, and, if there were no 
other artificial contributing causes, 
the people would grin and bear it as 
one of the prices of victory and the 
securing of the future liberty and 
peace of the world. 

Unfortunately, however, selfish in- 
terests, lacking the first elements of 
rpatriotism in their make-up, took ad- 
«wantage of the world upheaval and the 
necessities of their country and all 
mankind engaged in a life and death 
struggle for their very independence 
and existence, to control and manipu- 
late the life necessities of the masses 
-of the people in such a manner as to 
pile up enormous profits and wealth 
:for themselves. These men and cor- 
porations took full advantage of the 
abnormal conditions existing to accu- 
mulate abnormal profits for them- 
selves, utterly callous of the effect on 
their fellow citizens and country. 

These soulless individuals and cor- 
porations did this at a time when all 
the energies and thought of, the Gov- 
ernment were centered on the tre- 
mendous task thrust upon it of prose- 
cuting the war to a victorious end, and 
when it was, therefore, no easy mat- 
ter to keep a close check upon their 
operations. 

The war is now over and won, end- 
ing in a triumphant victory for dem- 
ocracy, civilization and human rights 
-and liberty. It is, therefore, now the 
first and chief business and duty of 
the Government of Canada to grapple 
with this problem, put a stop to all 
excessive profiteering, and bring 


- down the cost of living in this coun- 


It can be done. It must be 
If it is not, the outlook for 
Canada is far from bright. 

A year or so ago the profiteering 
of the pork barons and meat packers 
was disclosed to the public gaze and 
shocked the moral conscience of the 
whole country. Within recent weeks 
the Parliamentary. committee at Ot- 


try. 


tawa inquiring into the high cost of 
living has dragged into the open fight 
of day the extortionate profiteering in 
which many of the big corporations 
of Canada _have been engaged, and 
which has enabled them to pile up 
profits ranging all the way from 70 
to 300 per cent. These profits have 
been made by the meat packers, the 
flour milling companies, the manufac- 
turers of clothing—in a word, the 
dealers in those articles which all the 
people must buy in order to live. 

This selfish and extortionate accu- 
mulation of great wealth by the few 
at the expense of the many is one of 
the chief reasons for the high cost of 
living today which is driving men and 
Wonien to desperation, and creating 
such a feeling of unrest and discon- 
tent that they are all too ready to 
act upon the advice and suggestions 
of extreme Socialists and agitators of 
all kinds, many even being willing. to 
go to the length of revolution against 
all constituted authority. 

It is not sufficient that Parliament 
should succeed in definitely exposing 
these,evils, and thus confirm what the 
people have long suspected. There 
must be action by the Government to 
end these evils, Unless such action 
follows swiftly upon these disclosures 
more harm than good will have been 
done, because the feelings of unrest 
are being intensified by the facts made 
known. The Government must act, 
and act quickly.

Huns Have Not Changed 


Safety Can Be Found Only in the 
Military Partnership of 
the Victors 

Paris—The Paris newspapers, in 
commenting upon the decision of the 
German national assembly to sign the 
treaty, lay stress on the efforts of 
Germany to escape her responsibili- 
ties and see in it proof that the Ger- 
man mental attitude has not changed. 

The Germans, it is learned gener- 
ally, will observe the clauses of the 
treaty only with a_ knife at their 
throats, and point to the deliberate 
destruction of the German ships at 
Scapa Flow as a symbol and a warn- 
ing. 

Belicf is expressed by the Echo de 
Paris that the reSistance of the Ger- 
mans, manifested not only at Scapa 
Flow, but at all points in Eurqpe 
where they are not bound down 
tightly, will show the allies that safe- 
ty can be found only in the military 
partnership of the victors, 


Canadian Wheat Condition Good 

Ottawa.—A bulletin issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics places the total 
area sown to wheat in Canada this 
seasom at 16,958,500 acres, compared 
with 17,353,902 acres in 1918, The area 
sown to spring wheat is 16,160,750 
acres, or 776,537 acres smaller, The 
area of oats is estimated at 14,564,000 
acres, or 136,000 acres less than in 
1918. 

The average condition as of May 31 
\follows: Spring wheat 98, compared 
with 96 in 1918; fall wheat 101, com- 
pared with 75; all.wheat 98, compar- 
ed with 96; oats 95, compared with 
100; barley 95, compared with 98; rye 
101, compared with 94, 


Clemenceau’s Work Done 

Paris.—Premier Clemenceau has 
expressed his intention to resign from 
office as soon as the treaty is promul- 
gated, fecling that he has accomplish- 
ed the task for which he assumed the 
premiership, says Marcel Hutin in the 
Echo de Paris. It is expected that 
parliament will ratify the treaty late 
in July. 


American War Expenditure 

Washington.—War expenditures of 
the war department between April 6, 
1917, and June 4, 1919, totalled $14,- 
544,610,000, Secretary Baker informed 
the special house committee at the 
beginning of its probe of the depart- 
ment, Of this sum $12,822,100,000 was 
spent in the United States,

Rebuked Germans 


Gen. Von Winterfeldt, When Asking 
for Armistice, Wore French Crogs 
of Legion of Honor 

The tactlessness, lack of good taste, 
and utter mental obtuseness-of the 
average Prussian is well illustrated by 
a breach of the propricties committed 
last fall when Germany made her ap- 
peal for an armistice, the offender be- 
ing no less a personage than Gen. 
Hdns Von Winterfeldt, chief military 
plenipotentiary of the mission sent by 
| Germany to call on Marshal Foch to 
arrange for terms. 

It appears that General Von Win- 
terfeldt, who should have been well 
informed on points of military cour- 
tesy, since he was reared at the court 
of Berlin and later spent many years 
in Paris as military attache, some 
months before the outbreak of the 
war was scriously injured in an auto- 
mobile accident while @ttending 
manocuvres of the French army in the 
south of France. He was tended with 
the utmost solicitude by the most 
eminent French surgeons, During his 
illness President Poincare called on 
him and decorated him with the Cross 
of Officer of the Legion of Honor, 

When the war broke out Von Win- 
terfeldt took charge of the espionage 
ervice of the German Government at 
San Sebastian in Spain, doing no end 


of harm to the people who had treat-J I 


ed him with such consideration, 

How the Prussian general roused 
the ire of the French marshal during 
the armistice negotiations is thus Te- 
lated by a writer in the New York 
Evening Sun: 

Marshal Foch received the German 
delegates in the railroad car which he 
made his home, and which was then 
switched on a siding in the forest of 
Compicgne. When the German emis- 
saries avere ushered into his presence 
and Von Winterfeldt saluted, the 
ordinarily impassive marshal’s eye- 
brows, for once in the war, went up. 
No wonder, for the German general 
had had the incredible impudence to 
don for the occasion the Cross of 
Officer of the Legion of Honor, be- 
stowed upon him by President Poin- 
care before the war, in total disregard 
of the fact that all French distinc- 
tions bestowed upon Germans had 
been cancelled by the war, in the same 
way that French naval and military 
men and citizens had “scrapped” ev- 
ery German decoration that they had 
received, 

Before returning the salute Mar- 
shal Foch, fixing his eye on the Le- 
gion’s cross and red ribbon on the 
general’s breast, exclaimed in the 
most sharp and cutting tones: “Mon- 
sieur! I authorize you to remove that 
cross at once from your breast!” 

Gen. Von Winterfeldt, thoroughly 
disconcerted, removed it, and, instead 
of laying it down on the table, placed 
it rather sheepishly and awkwardly in 
his pocket. It was only then that 
Marshal Foch ackrtlowledged the 
salute and consented to proceed to 
business.

Pack Eggs for Winter - 
Eggs can be packed now for next 
winter’s use, G, E. Greaves, with the 
Extension Division, North \Daketa 
Agricultural College, found that one 
locality that shipped out 150 cases of 
eggs in the summer had 75 cases 
shipped back in the winter when the 
price had nearly doubled. This was 
poor economy and could have been 
largely avoided if some of the eggs 
had been packed. Any housewife can 
procure waterglass from the local 
drug store, and by following instruc- 
tions she can pack enough eggs dur- 
ing the summer months to last her 
through the winter, and at a very 
small cost.

Hawker’s Career 


Record as an Aviator Is One of 
Astonishing and Almost Un- 
intérrupted Success 


“Harry G. Hawker’s career as a 
pilot, covering nine years, has reveal- 
ed an ability to draw a line between 
sheer recklessness and prudent daring 
which has been at once the amaze- 
ment and despair of his Tellow flying 
men, Perhaps the secret of it is that 
what would be recklessness in an- 
other has in his case simply been good 
craftsmanship, because of his ¢on- 
summate  skiJl and wonderful nerve 
and physical vitality. His record as 
an aviator is one of astonishing and 
almost uninterrupted success. 

»& Hawker was a lad in Australia, his 
native land, when flying was-in its 
infancy in England. His natura 
tastes turned him to motor-engines, 
and his love of adventure carried 

him to England in company with a 
half-dozen other young Australians. 
“Two at least of his companions gain- 
ed- distinction in the land of their 
adéption, These were Lieut.-Col. 


~——~Harry Bursted and Major Eric Har- 


rison, who became aviation officers. 
The boys brought their savings in 
their pockets and, once in the 
motherland, sought employment as 
mechanics. Hawker speedily found a 
berth with T. O. M. Sopwith, then 
just starting as a builder of airplanes. 
Hawker proved himself a_ skilful 
mechanic and a lad of intelligence, 


and Sopwith, needing pilots, taught 
him to fly. 
His development thenceforth was 


rapid. Having found his wings, he 
began to gain advertising for his em- 
ployer and himself by going after the 
prizes which were beginning to be of- 
fered, On October 24, 1912, in a Sop- 
with biplane patterned after the Am- 
erican Wright machine and powered 
with a 40-horse-power A.B.C. motor, 
he won the Michelin cup by setting a 
new endurance record of cight hours 
and twenty-three minutes in the air. 

On May 31 following, in a Sopwith 
with an 80-horse power Gnome cn- 
fisnc, he established a British altitude 
record of 11,450 fect. Two weeks 
later, with a passenger, he soared to 
12,900 feet. On the same day, he took 
up two passengers to 10,600 fect, and 
on July 27, three, to 8,400 fect. All of 
these were new British records, 

The big cash prize for the moment 
was that of $25,000 offered by the 
London Daily Mail for a scaplane 
flight around Great Britain to be 
completed within seventy-two hours. 


Twice Hawker started after this 
money. The first time he failed 
through illness, and the secOnd his 


machine went wrong after he had 
skirted the north coast and worked 
down as far as Dublin. 

Early this year Hawker was cred- 
ited with an altitude flight of nearly 


30,000 feet, beating his 1916 record of|

testing -pilot for Sopwith, whose 
plancs shared with the Bristol mach- 
ines supremacy on the British front.

year, He lives on a comfortable scale 
at Kingston-on-Thames, where he has 
a wife and six months’ old daughter.

The 
World correspondent at St. John’s 
wrote of Hawker some time ago: 
“Hereche has given no evidence of 
great income. He dresses almost in- 
differently, sometimes wearing a 
lounge suit whose most striking de- 
tail is trousers with extreme peg tops, 
sometimes wearing khaki riding 
breeches, ~with gray golf stockings. 
He seldom appears without a cap 
whose vizor is drawn far forward and 
makes him still more boyish in ap- 
pearance, He doesn’t look a bit more 
than his thirty-one years at any time. 
“His relaxations while in St, John’s 
have been boyish. Almost nightly he 
took part in what his party called 
‘rag’—some bit of good horse-play. 
One night, after a scuffle, the bed of 
Capt. Michael H. Fenn, business 
manager of the trans-Atlantic expe- 
dition, was filled with crumbled dog- 
biscuit. Another night the party in- 
vaded the room of Lieut. Lawrence 


Clement, meteorological officer, and 
snowballed him till he cried for 
mercy. 


“On still other nights he“went to 
motion-picture shows. The last pic- 
ture he saw was one by Theda Bara, 
whom he thought a very bad actress. 
He and others of the party have re- 
ceived not a little social attention 
and have often gone out for tea.” 

Com. Mackenzie Grieve, R:N., 
Hawker’s navigator, has had far less 
of the limelight in his life than Haw- 
ker, yet in his line of endeavor he is 
a man of attainments, He is 28 years 
old, a wireless expert and a meteoro- 
logist, as well as flier. Forea time 
during the war he commanded the 
cruiser Campania, mother ship of the 
British air squadron with the Grand 
Fleet.—New, York World. 


Mystery Of The Sea 
Has Been Solved 


Given Up For Lost, Reaches New 
York 


Three months after the fifty-year 
old Norwegian bark, Superior, became

As-you step aboard the big Hand- 
ley-Page plane you put a light har- 
ness over your shoulders, to-which a 
ring is attached, and take your seat 
with the 30-odd passengers in the 
travelers’ compartment. Should fire 
or other mishap occur in the air, you 
step to the revolving door which is 
the emergency exit. An attendant 
deftly hooks a life-line to your har- 
ness and you walk out—on to the air, 
The turning of the door opens the 
case of your parachute outside, and 
as you drop clear of the machine the 
life-saver, already partly opened by 
breaker stripes, spreads to its full 
width and gently wafts you down to 
mother earth, That’s how the new 
parachute device which has been in- 
vented for British passenger planes

Sir David Beatty and Sir Douglas 
Haig Made Important 
Speeches 
London, England.—When Sir *Da- 
vid Beatty, commander of the grand 
fleet, and Sir Douglas Haig received 
the freedom of London and a sword 
of honor at the Guildhall, as they did 
in the shadow of the statues of their 
famous predecessors in English his- 
tory, Nelson and Wellington, and on 
the very spot where the latter, as the 
Lord Chamberlain did not fail to re- 
mark, received the freedom of the city 
more than a century ago, they both 
made important speeches, 
Field Marshal Haig particularly 
urged military preparedness in the 
future, and Admiral Beatty pointed 


out its usefulness in the navy in the| ba 


past. 

Speaking first, as befitted the rep- 
resentative of the senior service, Ad- 
miral: Beatty occupied much time in 
disclaiming any credit for the navy’s 
victories, placing it upon the should- 
ers of his men. Proceeding to the 
subject of future policy, the Admiral 
declared his unalterable conviction 
that the British Empire depended en- 
tirely on the sea, 

More explicitly still, Field Marshal 
Haig, from the soldiers’ viewpoint, 
urged that peace could only be pre- 
served by adequate preparation for 
war, “There is all the difference in 
the world,” he proceeded, “between 
piling up vast armaments and the so- 
ber recognition of the fact that it is 
every man’s duty to be prepared to 
defend his countty. “My message to 
the nation, as a man who has seen 
enough of war, is that the war has 
given the empire an opportunity to 
set up a strong citizen army on strong 
territorial lines, in which every able- 
bodied citizen will not at any great 
crisis be an ignorant volunteer, but a 
trained man,” 


Germany And Revenge 


French Should Not Give Way to a 
; False Security 

Germany began to wiggle like an 
eel as soom as the allied peace terms 
were known, yet it is quite sure that 
they are already looking forward to 
the time when they can take their re- 
venge. They are surely consoling 
themselves with the thought that al- 
though they are defeated they were 
able to bleed France white, besides 
striking her a mortal blow from which 
she will never recover. Germany is

Now that the Americans who vol- 
unteered with the British forces are 
being brought together in England for 
repatriation, it seems likely that the 
number of these recruits was far in 
excess of the 20,000 at which it has

Thurso, Scotland.—German sailors’ 


were shot by their own officers when 
they attempted to obey the commands 
of the British officers to return to 
their ships and shut. the seacocks. 
This statement was made by- Lieut. 
Nuttall, of the steamer Alouette, 
which has reached here from Scapa 
Flow, where the German ships ~were 
sunk, 
~ I pulled alongside a German de- 
stroyer when I saw the ship begin to 
settle,” said Lieut. Nuttall, and order- 
ed Germans back to close the sea- 
cocks, 
whereupon the German officefs shot 
three of. them dead. We then opencd 
fire on the officers and several of them 
fell. Others among the Germans then’ 
returned and closed the ‘seacocks. 


The Germans were also driven back}. 


to four or five other destroyers; they 
closed the seacocks in time to keep 
the vessels afloat.” 5 

Lieut. Nuttall reports that the Em- 
den has been pymped out and is now 
afloat. The Baden’s crew were fore- 
ed back to that vessel and compelled 
to shut the seacocks, , ‘ 

“Directly the first red flag © and 
German ensign were hoisted on the 
first battleship,” he added, “the Ger- 
man admiral put off in a motor boat 
post-haste to the British air station 
ashore.
